SHORTAGE OF COAL 


IN MANUFACTURING 


PLANTS OF COUNTY 


Survey by Defense 
Council . Shows 


That Supply on Hand Will Last a 


Little Over a Month. 


Manufacturing 
concerns 
of Rock 
county <ire up against a shortage of 
coal according to a survey of the situ- 
ation conducted by F. P. Starr, secre- 
tary of the Rock county defense coun- 
cil " Mr. Starr's report, which will be 
forwarded to the state defense board 
for information and refernce, 
shows 
that there is little more than enough 
coal in the bins 
of 
manufacturing 
plants to turn them for one month. 
Some plants had coal to last six or 
eight months while others were sup- 
plied with enough to run them two or 
three weeks. 
The general 
average 
indicated that the total, amount of 
coal accounted for, 18,3,75 tons, 
will 
run the fifty-five factories from which 
statistics 
were 
secured, for . 1.06 
months, a general 
average 
of 
the 
amount required for each plant b'eing 
secured along with the other data. 
Whatever steps may be taken to in- 
sure the manufacturing plants of the 
county with an adequate supply of 
coal, will be left to the state council 
of defense which has 
conducted a'\ 
survey for the entire state on the 
matter of fuel. 
It is probable that 
drastic steps will be necessary in or- 
der to keep the factories of Wisconsin 
running at full capacity owing to the 
difficulties of getting coal shipment*.. 
The state council urges every possible 
economy in the use of coal and 
the 
burning of cheaper 
grades .if 
such 
grades are more readily available. 
Mr. Stnrr has been working for\sev- 
eral weeks gathering 
the 
statistics 
on the local coal situation and 
has 
confined his survey entirely to 
the 
manufacturing plants, 
power 
com- 
panies condensories and large 
users 
of coal. 
Coal dealers were not 
in- 
cluded and their supply on hand 
is 
not taken into consideration. The sta- 
tistics were secured by persoal solici- 
tation and letters. 
Mr. Starr 
pro- 
longed his term of service with 
the 
county defense council in 
order 
to 
complete this work and other matters 
which he had 
under 
consideration. 
He will complete his term of service 
with the local council within a few 
days.
